S ip p i member wanted $50,000 for a cer­ 
tain postoffice in Ins district; but when 
the members learned that the Govern­ 
ment was only paying SSO a year rent for 
tilo office, his bill was killed. 


Some time ago the Senate of the Unit­ 
ed States adopted a resolution requesting 
the Secretary of the Treasury to furnish 
the Senate iii tabular form the present 
rate of wages paid in the manufacture of 
iron, cotton, woolen^&nd leather goods in 
the countries of Great Britaiu, France* 
Germany, Italy, aud Mexico, as compared 
with those paid in this country. Mr. 
John Nimmo, Jr., chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, at Washington, has compiled 
the information called for which is au­ 
thentic aud very interesting. The sub­ 
stance of the report made by Mr. Nimmo, 
is as follows: The excess of wages in the 
United States in the iron trade as com­ 
pared with Great Britain is 50 per cent. 
Mr. Weeks, of the Census Bureau, referr- 
ng to rolling mills and pig-iron furnaces, 
places the excess at Kb I per cent Mr. 
Chace, the Quaker operative, of Rhode 
Island, says the excess in tile cotton mills 
js C2 per cent. Mr. Wright, of the Massa­ 
chusetts Labor Bureau, estimates the ex­ 
cess at only 0.8 per cent. for a weaver and 
48 per cent for a weaver aud two chil" 
dreu. The Messrs. Coats, for the cotton 
thread industry, place it at HO per cent. 
The Clark Thread Company at 101 
per 
cent Mr. Wykoff, for the silk industry, 
at IOO per cent, over England, ‘JOO per 
cent, over Germany and France aud JOO 
per cent, over Italy. 
Mr. Nimmo then adds that the cost of 
living in tile two countries cannot be very 
widely 
different 
when 
tho 
fao 
is considered that we export largely to 
the countries above named, all the ar­ 
ticles that go to make up tho operatives’ 
daily fare. 
The report concludes that 
“it is very evident that if these statements 
are to be relied upon, aud until refuted 
by evidence to the contrary, they must 
be accepted, the condition of the work­ 
ingmen in the United States averages 
from fifty to one hundred per cent. bet­ 
ter than that of his transatlantic brother. 
As an evidence that this'statemeut is not 
overdrawn we have only to refer to the 
fact that the operatives of the old coun­ 
try are Hocking to our shores by hun­ 
dreds of thousands yearly, for the sole 
purpose of bettering their condition. In 
view of the already wide margin rn favor 
of the American laborer, which is acting 
as a great stimulus to emigration, the 
more thoughtful of the laborers ought to 
look into tho future far enough to see 
where any artificial 
advancement of 
wages will lead them. If wages here are 
advanced too far out of proportion to 
wages in other countries the result must 
be an increased competition, caused by 
immigration, which will necessarily bring 
wages down again.”

AN UNEASY FEELING. 


Warm or Thermal Springs. 
It has lxjen observed by scientists that 
tho temperature of tho innumerable 
springs, which bring back to the surface 
the rain waters absoi l Ted by the earth - 
crust, feed the brooks and rivers, and 
minister to the wants of life, vegetable 
and animal, is generally about equal to 
tho mean annual temi>erature of the air 
and the ground at tho places where they 
issue. 
It is nearly the same in all sea­ 
sons, so that spring water appears cool 
in summer and warm in winter; but 
while spring water is scarcely ever cooler 
than the mean temperature of the sur- 
face-gnuml, it is often found to ixissess 
a much higher temperature, ranging 
even to that of boiling water. 
These 
springs warmer than the average art 
termed thermal springs, even though 
their tenq>ernture is but little above that 
of ordinary springs. The opinion given 
bysomeof the most eminent scientists is, 
that this higher temperature is imparted 
to the spring water by the deep-seated 
layers of rcx’k among which it circulates. 
The deeper tho rain water penetrates 
into the earth, tho warmer it Itecotnes. 
This view is sustained by the fact that 
the thermal springs most abound in the 
mountains, aud in all those regions 
where the strata of the earth have lxveu 
most'disturbed, broken and creviced, as 
in the volcanic districts.

C l e v e l a n d , 
Ohio, June 
ll.—The 
Eighteenth Ward, the scene of the strike 
of the employes of the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill Company, was as quiet to-dav as on 
any Sunday, when the usual work is in 
progress at the mills. No disturbance of 
any kiud are reported to-day, aud no 
arrests have been made. A committee of 
the strikers have called on three livery­ 
men, two boarding house keepers, aud 
the Superintendent of the street car line 
and have suggested them not to accept 
tile patronage of the “scab” workmen as 
they term them. In every case the aus-

In one instance they threatened to burn 
a livery stable, but this was simply an at­ 
tempt at intimidation which no one ap­ 
prehends will be carried into execution. 
If there is to be any crisis it will be to­ 
morrow morning, when a still larger force 
of men are expected to go to work. Pos­ 
sibly a part of tho strikers will go to 
work rn the morning, as hundreds who 
do not belong to the union are getting 
short of funds, and only promised to stay 
out for thirty days, but will probably 
hold out a week longer. If any row oc­ 
curs it will be when the men go to work 
to’morrow morning. 


A l e x a n d r ia , June ll, 7 p. rn.—Serious 
riots occurred to-day between the natives 
aud Europeans. 
Several persons were 
killed and wounded and a number of 
houses were destroyed. The police at 
first remained inactive. 
Riotous demonstrations later took place 
before tho French Consulate, to which 
several of those mortally wounded at the 
outbreak of the riot were conveyed. 
The disturbances continued some time 
before the authorities took steps to sup­ 
press them. 
The English Consul was severely hurt, 
receiving a gun shot wound. The en­ 
gineer of the British man-of-war Superb 
was killed. 
Tho disturbances continued for five 
hours, when the military appeared and 
disjiersed the rioters. 
The Greek Consul aud the Italian Vice 
Consul were also severely wounded. 
The British man of-war Superb will 
arrive in jiort during the night, aud land 
IWO men to protect the British consulate. 
Boats will be sent to take off all the 
British subjects who desire to leave Alex­ 
andria. 
It is estimated that twenty persons 
were killed in the riots, but the exact 
particulars are unobtainable.

So a 
man with little good blood can do but 
little work. 
The reserve power must bo 
stored up in this fluid.

Of the three callings which form the 
subject of this letter, that of the char­ 
coal burner is the most exclusive as re­ 
gards the men who follow it. They are 
few in numbers, but have rarely any 
other business, since the charcoal burn­ 
ing gives employment at all sdasons of 
the year; and though apparently a simple 
thing it is not so, calling for both knowl- 
edge aud skill. The material they have 
to deal with is the “lop and top” of the 
trees, or cordwood, aud their modus op­ 
erandi as follows: A floor or “p it’ is 
prepared by clearing the rubbish off the 
ground, and then hollowing out a circu­ 
lar space some six or eight inches in 
depth, but of no fixed diameter; this I ic­ 
ing dependent on the quantiy of wood to 
be •‘charked” in that particular pit lying 
conveniently near for carriage to it. In 
the center of the floor four or five short, 
stoutish billets are placed with ends 
touching, st) as themselves to incloseh- 
circular space of a foot or eighteen incof 
es diameter, aud on these the ends y 
the charking sticks are rested slanting a 
and radiating like the spokes of a wheel. 
On the outer nm of lthis first layer a sec­ 
ond is placed iu a similar manner; and so 
untill the pile is complete, when it 
shows the form of an obtuse cone or hem­ 
isphere. Around the central axis, how­ 
ever, is a hollow space or chimney, which 
has been left open for the fire; and this 
first kindled at its bottom, by dropping 
down some burning faggots, in due time 
permeates the whole mass. But before 
any flames show on the surface the pile J 
ii carefully covered over with a stratum J 
of sods, and so kept, not an air hole be­ 
ing left open. Were the wood allowed 1 
to blaze up there would bo no charcoal,1 
only ashes. And just to prevent this is j 
the “charterV’ business—a thing cf the 
night as well as the day. It needs two I 
men at least to undertake the task, who 
m turns sit up all night to watch the » 
fires of the different pits—for there will j 
be several on the burn at the same time— ( 
going the rounds from one to another, 
and patching with a fresh sod or shovel­ 
ful of earth any spot where flames may 
threaten an outburst. In fine, when the 
fires burn themselves out tho charcoal is 
a made thing, and only needs separting 
from the ashes and earthy matter which 
have got mixed with it from tho superim­ 
posed sods. 
Hie sharkers” are paid for their work 
by measures of the quantity of charcon1 
produced, the standard of measurement 
being a large oblong 
basket holding 
about three {bushels. The exact amount 
of their earnings is not easily fixed, but 
certainly they do not make fortunes by 
“charking,” any more than they could by 
bark-stripping or the fabrication of bur­ 
dies. These men stay nearly all their 
time in the woods, never returning home, 
even at night, for weeks aud months to­ 
gether. They dwell in huts erected by 
th em selves—quaint affairs of conical 
form madefof poles set sloping against 
one another, gathered in at the top, and 
thatched with a coating of turf, just as 
are their charking fires. Many of these 
huts are made long enough to hold half 
a dozen men; though rarely occupied by 
more than two or three, when there will 
be a like number of rude beds in diem, 
with a full 
paraphernalia of cooking 
utensils. 
Some of the 
old bachelor 
•sharkers” who have no ambition to pay 
bouse rent stick to these sylvan abodes 
throughout the year; whether they be at 
work or not.

successful one, tile catch of the adult 
salmon, which arc* the only ones canned, 
running from 1,500 to 4,000 per clay. 
There is virtually no exjiense in taking 
the fish savo attending to the pen.

Arctic Ka I loon iii". 
Mr. W. Mat tie w Williams expresses 
iiis surprise iii tho (•< ufo man'a Maga­ 
zine at tho large proportion of educated 
jiooplo who still believe that the balloon 
voyage to the North p o le projected by 
Commander Chortle a ill encounter seri­ 
ous difficulties on account of intense cold 
j in the upper regions in the air during 
the Arctic summer. 
Winter in the Arc­ 
tic regions is bitterly, horribly cold— 
and whv ? Bimply because the sun is 
altogether Indow the horizon for months 
anil all this time the earth is radiating 
its heat into space and receiving none in 
eturn. 
In summer tho easels different. 
I At Allen, 3$ degrees north of the Arctic 
; circle, barley has boon seen to grow two 
i and a half inches, and j>oas three indies 
in twenty-four hours. 
At Kammerfcst, 
•till fu rth er nortli, the hay is made in a 
month after the snow has loft the ground. 
i In Greenland, from which most of our 
I descriptions of Arctic climate are de- 
trived, he summer is marred I >y the gla­ 
ciers, which fill up all tho valleys and 
How down fjords and sea channels, 
where, by their immersion in salt water, 
a freezing mixture is produced. 
The 
summer temperature is reduced by these 
glaciers just as it is in Switzerland, 
where a few steps carry the tourist from 
the scorching hillside to the frigid at­ 
mosphere that stands over the placer, amli 
has such a curious exhilarating cfh-ct di­ 
rectly he steps upon the ice. 
Tile Sibe­ 
rian plains are fed by no such accumula­ 
tions of mountain ice, and hence the sun 
does its full work in warming the earth 
directly the snow* has vanished. 
A balloon floating well alleve tho 
Greenland ice would enjoy a luxurious 
summer clim ate; the sun would shine 
upon it continuously, and some part of 
its rotundity would always receive per- 
pendicular rays, even with the sun on 
the horizon. 
Tile elevation above the 
lower humid atmosphere would remove 
much of the chief cause of tile difference 
between the direct heating power of tile 
polar and tropical sun rays, viz.: the ab 
sorption of a greater quantity of heat by 
aqueous vapor through which the ob­ 
lique rays usually travel.—Exchange,

Mica Masks. 
* A well-know n German manufacturer 
of mica wares, Herr Raphael, of Breslau, 
now makes mica masks for the face, 
which are quite transparent, very light, 
and aftedted neither by heat nor by, 
acids. 
They afford good protection to 
all workmen who are liable to be injured 
by heat, dust, or noxious vapors, all 
workers with fire, metal and glass melters 
stone-masons, etc. 
In nil kinds of grind­ 
ing and polishing work the flying frag­ 
ments relxiunJ from the arched mica 
plates of the mask without injuring 
them. 
These plates are fixed iii a me- 
tllic frame, which is well isolated by 
means of abestos, so as not to be at­ 
tacked by heat or acid. 
These masks 
allow the turning of tile eye in any 
direction, and, as against mica spectacles, 
they afford the advantage of protection 
to the whole face. 
In certain cases the 
neck and shoulders may also be guarded 
by a sheet of cloth inpregnated with 
fire-proof 
material, 
or by asbcsost 
sheet attached to the mask. 
The inter­ 
val I>etween the mica and tho eyes 
allows of workmen who have poor eye­ 
sight wearing spectacles, and of workers 
with fire or in melting operations wear­ 
ing colored glass spectacles under the 
mask without fear of breakage of the 
glass, mica being such a I >ad conductor 
of h eat 
Where the mask has to be 
worn long, it is found desirable to add a 
caoutchouc tulle with mouth-piece for 
admission of fresh air ; the tube passes 
out to Hie shoulders, where its funnel 
slnqxxl cml (sometimes holding a moist­ 
ened sponge) is supported. 
The mask 
has a sort of cap attached to it for fix­ 
ture on the head. —London Ti mea,

The Greatest C ity in the World. 
Tho last English census shows that 
London has lieen gaining rapidly iii 
Insulation during the last ten years, 
t now contains 3,814,571 inhabitants, 
or 500,311 more than 1871. 
Its in­ 
crease was only a little over 17 lier 
cent, ami yet so vast was its popula­ 
tion in 1871 that, during the ten years 
it has added more to that total iii actual 
num txrs more people than our thriv­ 
ing city of Chicago now contains, and 
nearly as many as are included in 
Brooklyn, the third city of tho Union iii 
size. 
During the period from 1870 to 1880, 
New' York increased 28 | x*t cent. ; but it 
gained only 204,285 inhabitants, not half 
so many as were added to Loudon be­ 
tween 1*871 and 1881; and its {Herniation 
last year was considered less than a 
third of that of the English capital. 
If 
our proportionate increase continues to 
be so much larger than that of London, 
of course we will iii due time catch up 
with the older city, and put it iii tho 
second place as to size*; hut that day is 
still far off, and as New York grows 
more populous it may show a smaller 
rate of increase. 
The remarkable thing 
alxiut London is that a city of such un­ 
paralleled magnitude, in the midst of an 
old civilization, has been growing at a 
rate which, if mint in nevi, will givo it 
double its present j Herniation less than 
a century lienee. 
Since 18(31 it has 
gained over 33 jier cent. 
If it keeps on 
increasing in that proportion, by the 
end of the first quarter of the twentieth 
century it will contain about 7,000,000 
of people. 
But such estimates of w hat will hap­ 
pen in tile future have only a curious 
interest 
Many causes may contribute 
to make the grow th of London much 
less proportionate!}’ during tho next fifty 
years than it has lax*ii during tho twen- j 
tv just passed. 
It is an impressive fact, 
however, that so vast a capital, already 
far ahead of any other city in the world 
in population, should have increased 
one-third in twenty years, and that it 
should be now* three times as large as it 
was sixty years ago. 
The population of London was 1,378,- 
000 in 1821. 
It has, therefore, gained 
nearly 2,500,000 inhabitants since then. 
The {Herniation of New York was 123,- 
700 iii 1810, and in 1880 it was nearly 
ten times that. 
During the twenty 
years from 1800 to 1880 it gained alxiut 
one-halt, against tho increase of one- 
third in Loudon lietween 1801 aud 1881. 
It is safe to estimate that at Hie liegin- | 
uing of tho next century we shall have J 
made another gain that would give us 
1,800,000. 
Even then, therefore, New , 
York would contain less than half the J 
present population of London; and, if 1 
that city added a third during tho twen­ 
ty years, it would still contain flea ny 
three times as many people as Now’ 
York.—A tic York Sun.

OBITUARY. 


MUS. MARIA THERESA SEYMOUR. 
After a lingering illness Mrs. Maria 
Theresa Seymour departed this life at an 
early hour on Sunday morning, at the 
residence of Dr. J. B. Whiting, in the 85 
year of her age. Mrs. Seymour whose 
maiden name was Hinckley, was born at 
Tolland, Connecticut, in 1798, aud in 
1817 was married to Horatio Dimock, and 
removed to Western New York, Mr. 
Dimock died in 1842 and in 1845 Mrs. 
Dimock was married to Dyer Seymour 
aud came to this city where Mrs. Seymour 
resided up to the present time.
